The life of a prisoner within the 
Edmonton Penitentiary while one of 
confinement, is not.one of punishment, 
but of correction. When a convict en- 
ters the pen he is started at some 
work which he must follow until he is 
teleased. If he is a short term man 
or one who is not considered danger- 
ous he is put to work on the farm. 
Longer term men work in the yard 
making bricks and cement blocks and 
building the cells in the new wing, 
The worst criminals have to work 
Within the building, 

Young men who are received for 
terms of five years or more are set 
to work to learn a trade. They may 
be assigned to the electricians’ shop 
and there become expert wire amen, 
or to the shocmakers’ department and 
learn the art of making shoes or ‘to 
the various other occupations which 
are carried on under the direction of 
an experienced instructor. 

In Line for Promotion. 


When he has been there for some 
time and knows his trade if his con- 
due, has been good he may be appoint- 
ed assistant instructor, and help to 
teach the other convicts. When his 
term ds up or when he has been re- 
leased he has.a trade by which he 
may earn a living. 

There are eight instructors whose 
| whole tmie is spent at the penitentiary 
teaching the convicts. The following 
ltvades are taught: Tailor, shoemaker, 
fengineer, plumber, mason, and brick- 
maker, and there is an industrial keep- 
er who looks after the farm work ex- 
clusively. 

The record of crimes for which the 
convicts are retained at the pen is not 
‘very formidable. Of the 186 men 
j there is no one confined for murdev. 
There are four life sentences fer man- 


{ 


for manslaughter. There are two ten- 
yearers and several five and seven- 
year term convicts, ‘but the great ma- 
jority are confined. for thieving on 
two and three-year sentences. 

All the male prisoners are from Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan and some 
from Manitoba. The female convicts 
come from all four of the Western 
Provinees, from Winipeg to the Pa- 
cific coast. Some of the prisoners 
|;have come all the way from fort 
Francis on the boundary Mne between 
Ontario and Manitoba. 

“The penitentiary was opened in 
August, 1906, with the arrival from 
Manitoba of 24 convicts. They were 
taken in charge by the penitentiary 
| authoritites immediately upon their 
arrival and from time to time others 
were added until by the end of that 
year there was a total of 53 convicts 
confined at the new penitentiary.

SPRINTERS TO MEET. 

The Englishmen In South Africa are 

talking about matching Rn. EE. Walker, 


the ex-amateur champion sprinter, and J. 
Donaldson, the 100-yard champion of South 
Africa, for a return match. Donaldson re- 
cently beat Walker, the latter stumbling 
just as they passed the sixty-yard line, 
Walker was not badly injured. 

Walker left England on October 4, and 
it was unfortunate that the stumble men- 
tioned should have marred his first race 
as a professional. 

Donaldson during his recent stay in 
England failed to place a victory to his 
credit, He has, however, beaten the best 
in the world on the other side, and holds 
records ef speed which few could believe 
until they saw him, One hundred yards 
in 9 3-8 seconds and 120 yards in 11 1-5 
seconds have been credited to him 
in South Africa. 

Arriving in England from South Africa 
on bune 11 Jast, he ran against C. F. Hol- 
way for a match in the 120 yards cham- 
plonship at ‘Tall Vale park, Pontypridd, 
on August 4. Holway beat Nim with the 
wateh showing the moderate — time of 
13 1-2 seconds. Donaldson also competed 
from the serateh mark in the Pontifridd 
130-yard handieap on Aupgust 27, He won 
his heat in 12 3-5 seconds—whieh, by the 
way, Is equal to the best time shown by 
Walker over the same distance—but an 
old strain prevented Donaldson * from 
competing farther In the handicap. 

Walker is credited with beating Stevens 
in South Africa before the Olympic 
games. He was not on the original selec- 
tion, but, being sent over by Natal, he 
created the great sensation of the L@- 
don games in 1908, by winning the 100 
metres race in 10 1-2 seconds, beating I. 
A. Rector, the American marvel, and RK. 


Kerr, who had secured the A. A. A, 100 
and 250 yards championships. 
Returning to South Africa he put up 


several world's records, notably 75 yards 
in 7 1-5 seconds, 100 yards in 9 3-5 secs, 
(not passed, as there was a slight in- 
cline), 120 yards In 41 2-5, seconds, 130 
yards in 12 3-5 seconds, 150 yards In 1414 
seconds, and 180 yards in 17 4-5 seconds.
